In view of applicants' response, all 112 rejections made in the previous office 
action have been obviated. 

The compound of formula shown in claims 102, 104-112, namely substituted 
tetrahydrofuran or hexahydropyran bearing a COOH substituent at 2-position with 
specific R 5 , R 6 , Rs, groups its enantiomers or racemates embraced in the instant claims 
was not found to be anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
